— The Tenure of Kings and Magiſtrates, 
nor ſtand much in doubt of bad men, as being all 
naturally ſervite; but in whom vertneand true 
worth moſtis eminent, them they feare in earneſt, 
as by right thir Maiſters, againſt them lies alf thir 
hatred and' ſuſpicion; Confequentlie neither doe 

bad men hate Tyrants, but have been:alwayes rea- 
dieſt with thefallifid names of Loyalty, ws Obedi- 
ence,to colour over thir baſe compliances. And al- 
though ſomtimes for ſhame, and when it comes 
tothir owne grievances, of purſe eſpecially, they 
would ſeene good Patriots, and ſide with the bet- 
ter cauſe, yet when others for the-deliverance of 
thir Countric, endu'd with fortitude and Heroick 
vertue to feare nothing but the curſe writt'n a- 
gain{tthoſe That doe the worke of the Lord negligent- 
[z,would goe on to remove, not only the calamities 
and thraldams of a People, but the roots and cauſes 
whence they ſpring, ſtreight-thefemen, and fure 
helpers at need, as if they hated only the miſeries 
but not the miſchiefs, after-they have juggl'd and 
palter'd with the world, bandied and: Born armes 

againſt thir King, deveſted him, diſannointed him, 
nay cursd him all over in thir Pulpits: and thir 

Pamphlets,to the ingagingof ſincere and real men, 

beyond what is poſſible or honeſt to retreat from 

not only turne reyolters from 'thoſe principles, 
which only couldat firſt move them, but lay the 
ſtaine of diſloyaltie, and worſe, on-thoſe procee- 
dirigs, whictt are” the necellary..conſequences of 
thir own former afions; nor'difſlik'd by them- 
ſelves,were they manag(d' to the intire advantages 
of thir own: Faftion; not conſidering the while 
that he toward whom they boaſted thtrinew;fidel;- 
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tie, counted them acceſſory ; and by thoſe Sta- 
tytes and Lawes which they ſo impotently bran- 
diſh againſt others, would haye doom'd them to 
a Traytors death, for what they have. don alrea- 
die, *Tis true, that moſt men are apt anough to ci- 
yi!ll Wars and commotionsas a noveltie, and fo®a 
flaſh hot and a&tivez but through floth or jncon- 
ſtancie, and weakneſsof ſpirit either fainting, ere 
thir own pretences, though never ſojuſt, be half 
attain'd,or through an inbred falſhood and wicked- 
nes, betray oft times to deſtruction with them- 
ſelves, men of nobleſt temper joyn'd with them - 
for cauſes, whereof they in their rath undertakings 
were not capable, | 
TfGod anda good cauſe give them Vidory, the 
proſecution wherof for the moſt part, inevitably 
draws after it the alteration of Lawes, change-of 
Coverment,downfal of Princes with thir families: 
then comes the'task to thofe Worthies which are 
the ſoule, of that' enterpiize, to be .ſwett and 
labour'd' out © amidſt . the throng and noiſes of 
Vulgar and irrational men. . Some conteſting 
for privileges, cuſtoms, forms, and that, old 
entanglement of Iniquity, thir. gibriſh Lawes, 
though - rhe badge of 'thir. ancient layery. 
Others ' who | have. becne ;fierceſt againſt thir 
Prince, under the notion . of .a .T'yrant, and.no 
mean incendiaries of the' Warr againſt him. 
when God out of his providence and _high difpo..; 
ſal' hath deliver'd him into the” Pp Pt Ir;bre-: 
thren,. ona ſuddain and inanew garbeof Allegi- 
ance,” which thir doings have Tang fince,.cancell'd; 
they pleyd for Him; prey Him xrglt ins pro. 
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The Temnreof Kings and Magiſtrates. | 
teſt againſt thoſethat talk of bringing him tothe 
tryal of Fuftice, which is the Sword of God, ſupe- 
rior to all mortal things, in whoſe hand ſoever 
by apparent ſignes his teſtified will isto put it. 
Rat certainly 1f'we confider who and what they 
are, on a fuddain grown fo pitifull , wee may 
conclude, thir pitty can be,notrue, and Chriſti. 
an commiſeration, bat either levitie and ſhallow- 
neſs of minde, orelſe.a carnal admiring of that 
worldly pomp and greatneſs, from whence they 
feehim fall'n ; or rather laſtly a diſſembl'd and 
ſeditious pity, fain'd of induſtry to begett 
new difcord. As for mercy, if it be to a Tyrant 
under which Name they themſelves have cite 
him ſo oft in thehearing of God, of Angels, and 
the holy Church aſſembl'g, and there charg'd him 
with the ſpilling of more innocent blood by farr , 
then ever Nero $9, undoubtedly the mercy which 
they pretend, is the mercy of wicked men; and 
their mercies, wee Teadare cruelties; hazarding 
the welfare of a whole Nation, to haye ſav'd one, 
whom fo oft they have tearm'd Agagz, and vilif 
ing the. blood of many Jonatharrs, that. have ſay'd 
i/rael;inſiſting with much niceneſs.on theunneceſ- 
farieſt; clauſe of thir Covnant wreſted, wherein the 
feareof change, and the abſurd contradidtion ofa 
flattering hoſtilitie had ,hamperd them, but. not 
ſcrupling to giye avg for

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Another ſort there 1s, who: comming, inthe 
cours of theſcaffaires, to have, thir ſhare 1 great

to ſerve, and almoſt ſhiver at the Majeſty and 
grandeur of fom noble deed, as ifthey werenewly 
enter'd into a great fin; diſputing preſidents, 
forms, and circumſtances, when the Common- 
wealth nigh periſhes for want of deeds in ſub- 
ſtance, don with juſt and faithfull expedition. 
TotheſeI wiſh better inſtruftion, and vertue e-. 
zual to thir calling; the former of which, that 
is to ſay Inſtruftion, T ſhall indeayour, as my du- 
tie is, to beſtow on them ; and exhort them not to 
ſtaxtle from the juſt and pious reſolution of adhe- 
ring with all thir ſtrength 8 aſſiſtance to the pre- 
ſentParlament REES the glorious way wher- 
in Juſtice and Y i&ory bath ſet therrzthe only war- 
rants through all ages, next under 1immediat R e- 
velation, to excerciſe ſupream 'power, in thoſe 
PRocenabngy which hitherto appeare- equal to 
what hath been don 1n any age or Nation hereto- 
fore, juſtly or magnanimouſſie. Nor let them be 
diſcouragd or deterr'd by any new Apoſtate Scar- 
crowes, who under ſhow of giving counſel, ſend 
out their barking monitories and memerts's, empty 
of ought elſe but the ſpleeneof a fruſtratedFaction. 
For how can that pretended counſel bee either 
found or faithfull, when they that give it, ſeenot 
for madneſs and vexation of thir eads loſt, that 
thoſe Statutes and Scriptures which borh falf} 
and fcandalouſly, they wreft agaitt thir Friends 
and Aﬀociates, would by ſentence of the common 
adyerſarte, fall. firſt and heavieſt upon thir own 
heads.

as they. ;find- cauſe. Bur thisI dare owneaspart 
of my faith, that if ſuch aone there be, -by whoſe 
Commiſſion , whole maſlachers have' been com- 
mitted on his faithfull Subjeds,, his Provinces of- 
ferd to. pawn or alienation; /as:the hire-oftivſe 
whom, he had follicited ro come' in and deſtroy 
whole Cittiesand Countries ; be he King, or Ty-

No man who knows ought, cari be ſo ftupid to - 
deny that all men naturally' were borne free, be- 
ing the image and reſemblance of'God himfelf,and 
were by privilege aboveall the creatures, born 
to commandand not to : andthat they liv'd 
fo. Till from the root of Adams tranfgrefiion, 
fating among themſelves to doe wrong and vio- 
lence, and foreſecing that fuch courſes muſt needs 
tendto the deſtrufton of them all, they agreed

tualinjury, and joyntly to defend themſelves a- 
gainſt ty that gave diſturbance or oppoſition 
to ſhch agreement.

And becauſe no faith in 
all was found ſufficiently binding, they ſaw it 
needfull toordatne ſom authoritie, that mighe re- 
ſtrain by force and puniſhment what *' was viola- 


ted againſt peace and.common right. This auto- 


ritieand power of ſelf-defence and preſervation 

inally and naturally in every one of 
them, and unitedly in them all, for caſe, for or- 
derzand leaſt each man ſhould be his own parti- - 
al Judge, they 'communicated-and derjv'd cither 
toaone, wliom for the eminence ofhis wiſdom and 
1ntegritie they choſe above the Teſt, or to more 
then one whom they thought of equal deſerving :

Secondly, that to ſay, as is uſual, the King hath 
as good right to his Crown and dignitie, asany 
man tohis inheritance, is to make the Subje& no 
better then the Kings ſlave, his chattell, or his 
poſleſſion that ma bought and ſould, And 
doubtlefs if hereditary title were ſufficiently 
inquir'd, the beſt foundation of it would be found 
either but in courteſie or conyenience. But ſup- 
poſeit to be of right hereditaric,, what can be more 
Juſt and legal, if a ſubje& for certain crimes be to 
forfet by Lawfrom himſelf, and poſterity, all his 
inhetitanceto the King,then that a King for crimes 
proportional, ſhould forfet all his title and inheri- 
tance to the people : unleſs the people-muſt. be 
thought createdall for him, he not Toe. then, ang

and decreed themſelves accountable to Law.'And 
indeed where ſuch account is not fear'd, he. that 
bids a man reigne over him aboye Law, may bid 
as wella ſavage Beaſt. Eine 230 Arr: 

. jIt follows laſtly,'that ſince.the King or Magl- 
ſtrate holds hisautoritie of the people,both origt- 
naly and naturally for their goad inthe friſt place, 
and nothjs own,. then may. the people as oft as 
they ſhall judge itfgrabe beſt, either chogle hymn 


or 


orreje& him, retaine him or depoſe him:though 
no Tyrant, meerly by the liberty and right of free 
born Men, tobe govemn'd as ſeems to them beſt. 
This, though it. cannot but ſtand with plain rea-- 
ſon, ſhall bemade good alſo by Scripture. Dext. 17. 
14. Whex thou art come into the Land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee, and ſhalt ſay Twill ſet a King over 
mee, like as all the Nations about mee. Theſe words 
confirme us that the right of chooſing, yea of 
changing thir own Goverment isby thegrant of 
God himſelf in the People. And therfore when 
they delirda King, though then' under another 
form. of goverment, and though thir changing 
diſpleaſ'd him,/yet he that was-himſelf thir King, 
and rejefted. by them, .would not be a hindrance 
to what they intended, furder then by perſwaſion, 
but that they might doe therein as they ſaw good, 
x Sar. 8, onely he reſery'd to himſelf thenomi- 
nation of who ſhould reigneover- them... Nei- 
ther did that exempt the King,as if hewereto God 
onely accountable, though by his eſpecial com- 
mand anointed. Therfore David firſt made a Cov- 
nant with the Elders of 1ſrael,and ſo was by them anoin- 
ted King, 2 8$am..5. 3. 1 Chron. 11. And Jehojiada 
the Prieſt making Jehoaſh King, made a Cov'nant 
between him and the People, 2 Kings 11. 17. 
Therfore when Roboam at his comming to the 
Crown, rejected. thoſe conditions which the I. 
raclites brought bim,heare what they anſwer him, 
I hat portion have we in David, or. Inheritance in the 
ſon of Jeſſe? See to thine own Houſe David. And for 
thelike conditions not perform'd, all Iſrael before 
that time depos'd Sazels A for his own —_— 
| ut 
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but for the miſgoverment of his Sons. Burt ſom 
will fay to both thefe examples, it was evilly don. - 
Lanſwer, that not the latter, becauſe it was ex-- 
prefsly allow'd them inthe Law to fer up a King 
ifthey pleas'd; and God himſelf joyn'd with them. 
in the work; though im fom ſort it was at that- 
time diſplenfing to him, in reſpe& of ol& Sawel 
who had govern'd them uprightly. As Lzvy praiſes 
theRomans who took vccalion from Targquirizs 
awicked Prince to gainethir tibertie, which to 
haveextorted, faith hee, from Nama,or any of the 
good Kings before, had not bin ſeaſonable.” Nor 
was it in the former example don unlawfully ; for 
when Reboam had preparda huge Arntiy to reduce 
thel{raclites, he was forbidd'n by the' Prophet,” x: 
Kings 12.24. Thws faiththe Lord yee ſha V not goenp, . 
nor fight againſt your brethren, for this thing is from 
me. Hecallsthem thir Brethren, not Rebels, and 
torbidds.to be proceeded againſt them,owning the . 
thing himſeli, not by fingle providence; but by 
approbation, and thar not _ of the ad&, as im 
the former example, but of the fit ſeaſon alſo; he - 
had not etherwifeforbidd to moleſt them. - And 
thoſe graveand wile Connſelors whom:Rchoboar 
. firſtadvis'd with, ſpake no ſuch thing, asvur-old. 

y headed Flatterers now are wont, ftand upon 
your birth-right, ſcorn tocapitulate, you hold of 
God;not of them 5: for they knew no ſuch matter, 
unleſs.conditionally,, but gave htm politic coun- 
ſe}, as in a ctvit tranſatien. Therfore King- - 
domand Magiſtracy, whether ſupreme orfubor- - 
dinat, is without difference, call'd « human ordi- 
nance, 1 Pe, 2.13. &c-wwhich wearetheretanght 
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isthewill of God wee ſhould alike fubmict to, fo. 
farr asfor the puniſhment of evil »doers, and the 
encouragement of them that doe well, Subevitt 
faith he, os free men. *But to any civil power uoac- 
countable, uaqueſtionable, and nottoberefiſted. 
nonot in wickedneſs, and violent ations, how 
can we ſubmitrt as free men? There 3s no power but 
of Goa, ſaith Paul, Row. 13. as much as to lay, God 
ut it intowans heart tofind out that way at firſt 

| for common. peace and preſervation, approving 
the exerciſe therof; els it contradifs Peter who 
calls the ſame autority an Ordinance of man. It 
muſt be alſo underſtacd of. lawfull _— pOW- 
er, els weread of great power in the affairesand 
Kingdoms ofthe World permitted to the-Devyil : 
for Sith he to Chriſt, Zake 4. 6. AZ this power will 
I give thee and the glory of them, for-it 3s deliver'd to 
2,0 to whomſoever Twill, T giveit:neither did hely, 
or Chriſt gainſay what he affirm'd;for in thethir- 
teenth of the Revelation wee read how the Dragon 
gaveto the beaſt his power, his ſeate, and great auto- 
rity : which beaſt ſo autoriz'd moſt exponnd to be 
the tyrannical powers and Kingdoms of the 
earth. Therfore Saint Pax in the forecited Chap- 
ter tells us that ſuch Magiſtrates he meanes, as are, 
not a terror to the good but tothe evil; ſach as 
bearenot the ſword in vaine, but to em offen- 
ders, and to encourage the good. If ſuch onely be 
mentiond: here as powers to be obeyd, and our 
Gbmiſlionto them onely requir'd, then doubt- 
leſs thoſe powers that he he contrary, are no 
powers ordain'd of God , and by conſequenceno 
obligation: laid upon'ns to _ or not to refift 
them. And it may bee well obſeryd that _

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| The Temire of Kings and Magiſtrates, 
theſe Apoſtles, 'whenever they give this precept, 
expreſs 1t in termes not contrete but abſiratF, as Lo-

0 nor rg it ;* and what 'that power 'is; 
ſtwe ſhould be deceav'd, they defcribe exactly. 
So that if the power be notſuch, or the perſon 
execute not 'fuch-power; neither the one nor the 
other iis, of God, but of the Devik'ndby confe- 
quenee'{to bee reſiſted?  From:this' expoſition 
Chryſoſtomte alſo onthe ſane place Uiifents not > ex- 
plaining that thefe words were not writt'n in be- 
halfofa tyrant. And this is verify'd'by David, him- 
ſeiba Kink and likelieſtto bee Author of the 7/al#z 
4.20.which ſaith Shall the throne of rniquity havefel- 
owſhip withthee © And it were worth the knowing, 
finceKings in theſe dayes, and that by Scripture, 
boaſt the juſtneſs of thir title, by holdmg it imme- 
diately of God, yet cannot ſhow the time when 
God ever ſet: on the throne them or thir forefa- 
thers, but onely when the people choſe them, why 
by the fame reaſon, ſince God afcribes as oft to 
himſelf the caſting down of- Princes from the 
throne, it ſhould not be thought as lawful., and 
as much from God,when'inone are ſeen to doit but 
the people, and that for juſt cauſes. [For if it:needs 
muſt bea ſinin them to depolſe, it may as likelyb2 
a fin to have elected. And contrary tf the peoples 
at in ele&ion be pleaded by x King, as theattof 
God, and the moſt juſt title:to enthrone him wh 
may not the peoples aGt of rejetion:bee as well 
-pleaded by the people as the aft of God, and the 
moſt juſt reaſon rodepoſehim ?'Sothat:we fee _

titleand juſt right of raigning ordepoſing, in refe- 
rence to God, is found in Scripture to beall- one; 
viſible onely in thepeople, and depending meer- 
y upon juſtice and' demerit. ''Fhus farr hath bin 
confiderdbriefly the yon of Kings and Mapiſt- 
rates; how it was and is originally the peoples, 
and by them conferr'd in truſt onely to bee im- 
loyd to the commonPpeaceand benefit: ;- with li- 
rty therfore and right. remaining in them to 
nelacedl to themſelves, if by Kings or Magiſt- 
rates it be abus'd; or todiſpoſe of it by any altera- 
tion, as:they ſhall judge'moſt, conducing to the 
public good. - Fs. , = 
Weemayfrom hence with more eaſe, and force 
of argument determin what a Tyrant-1s, and what 
the people may doe againſt him. A Tyrant whe- 
ther by wrongor by right comming to the Crown, 
is he who regarding neither Law northe common 
good, reigns onely for himſelf and his faction : 
Thus St.-Bafel among others defines him. And 
becauſe his power is great, his will boundleſs and 
exorbitant, the fulfilling whereof is for the moſt 
part accompanied with innumerable wrongs and 
oppreſiions..of the people,murders - maſlachers, 
rapes, adulteries, deſolation', and fubverfion of 
Citties and whole Provinces, Jouk how great a 
goodand. happineſs ajuſt King is, ſo:great-amiſ- 
cheife isa Tyrant; as hee: the-pudlicfatherof his 
Countrie, fo this the-eaimon .mnemie.: [Againſt 
whom what the people lawfully may .doe; as a- 
gain(t a common peſt, and deſtroyer ofmankinde, 
Ifuppoſe no man of:cleare judgement neetl goe 
farder.to beguided thenby' the very principles of 
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naturein him. But becauſe it is the vulgar folly 
of men to deſert thir own reaſon, and Ga 
thir eyes tothink they fee beſt with ether mens, 
I ſhall Chew. by fach examples-as ought to have 
woſt waight with us, what; hath bis .dan inthis 
caſe heretofore. The Greeks and Romans. as thir 
prime Authors witneſs, held it not onely lawfall, 
butaglorious and Heroic deed, rewarded public- 
ly with Statues and Garlands, -to kll an infa. 
mous T yrantat any time without tryal : and bur 
reaſon, thathe who trod down all Law, ſhould 
not be voutſaf'dthe benefit of Law. Inſomuch

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feffes to hold by Law; which when he himſelf 
overturns, breaking all the Covnants and Oaths 
that gave him title ro his dignity, and were the 
bond and alltance between him and his people, 
what differs he from arroutlandiſh King, or from 
an enemie? For look how much right the King 
of Spaine hath to govern us at all, fo much righe 
hath the King of F-gland to govern us tyrannical- 
Iy, Ifhe,though not bound to us byany League, 
comming from Spaine in perſon to fubdueus orto 
deſtroy us, might lawfully by the people of Erg- 
land exther bee flaine in fight, or put to death in 
captivity, what hath a-native King to plead, 
bound by ſo many Coynants, benefits and honours 
to the welfare of Its people; why he through the 
contempt of all Laws and Parlaments, the-onely. * 
tie of our obedience to him, for his own wills 
ſake;-and a-boafted brevgative unaccountable, 
afterfey'n years _ deſtroying of his beſt 
Subjects, overcom, and yeilded priſoner, ſhould 
think to ſcape unqueſtionable, as a thing divine, . 
in reſpe& of whom ſo many thonfand Chriſtians 
deftroy'd, ſhould lie unaccounted for, polluting . 
with the ſlaughterd carcaſſes all the Land over, 
arid crying foryengeance againſt the living that - 
ſhould bave righted them. Who knows not that 
there is a mutual bond ofamity and brother-hood 
between man and man over all'the World, nei- 
ther Is it the Engliſh Sex that can ſever us'from - 
that duty andrelation : a ſtraiter bond yer there 
is between fellow - ſubjefts., nerghbours, and - 
friends; But when any of theſe doe one to-ano- 
ther fo as hoftility ooh d-docnoworle, Te 
tne ' 
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the Law decree leſs againſt them, then op'nene- 
miesand invaders? or if the Law benot preſent, 
or too weake, what doth it warrant us toleſs then 
lingle defence,or civil warr?: and fromthat time 
forward the Law of civil defenſive warr differs 
nothing from the Law offorren hoſtility. Noris 
it diſtance of place that makes enmitie, but enmi- 
ty that makes diſtance... He therfore that keeps 
peace with me, neer or remote, of whatſoever Na- 
tion, is to mee as farr as all civil and human offices 
an Engliſhman and a neighbour : but if an Eng- 
liſhman forgetting all Laws, human, civil and re- 
ligious, offend againſt life and liberty, to him of- 
fended and to the Law in his behalf, though born 
in the ſame womb, heis no better then-a Turk, a 
Sarafin, a Heathen, This 15s Goſpel, and this was 
ever Law among equals; how much rather then 
in force againſt any King whatever, who in re- 
ſpe&tofthe people is confeſsd inferior and not e- 
qual: to diſtinguiſh therfore ofa Tyrant by out- 
landiſh, or domeſtic is a weak evaſion. To the 
ſecond that he was an enemie, Ianſwer, what Ty- 
rant is not? yet Eglor by the Jewes had bin ac- 
knowledgd as thir Sovran ; they had fſery'd him 
eighteen yeares, as long almoſt as we our #il/ian 
the Conqueror, in all which time he could not be 
ſo unwiſea Stateſman but to have tak'n of them 
Oaths of Fealty and Allegeance, by. which, they 
made themſelves his proper Subjets, as thir ho- 
mageand. preſent ſent by Ehud teſtify'd.

It 1salſo; affirm'd from dili- 
gerit. ſearch made jn,our ancient books.of Law, 
that the Peers and Barons of England had. a legal 
right to judge the King : . which was the cauſe 
molt likely, Nor It: could be noſlight cauſe, that 
they were call'd his. Peers, or equals. | This how- 
ever may ſtand immoyable, ſo tong as man hath to 
deale with no better-then. man ; that if our. Law 
. judge all men:to the lawelt by thir Peers, it ſhould 
in-all equity aſcend alſo, and judge the higheſt. 
And ſo much] find both in our own :and forren 
Storie, that Dukes, Earles, and Marqueſes were 
at-firſt not hereditary, not empty and vain titles; 
but names of truſt and office, and with the office 
cealing. as induces me to be of opinion, that eve- - 
ry- wcerthy man in Parlament, for the word Baron 
imports namore, might-for the public gaod be 
thought a fit Peer ka; judge of the King ; with- 
out regard had to- petty caveats, and circumſtan- - 
ces, the chief impedimeat in high affaires, and e- 
ver ſtood upon molt by . circumſtantial men. 
W hence doubtleſs"our Anceſtors who: werenot 
ignorant with what rights either Nature or anci- 
eat Conſtitution had endowd them, when Oaths 
both at. Cpronation; and renews in Parlament 
would not ſerve, thought it no way illegal to de- 
pole and pur to death thir tyrannous Kings. Inſo- 
much that the Partament drew up a charge againſt 
Richard the jecond, and the Commons requeſted to 
have judgement detree'd againſt him', that the 
realnemight not bee endangerd. And Peter Mar- 


tr aDivineof formoſt rank, on the third of Judg: - 
es approves thir doings. - Sir Thomas Smith alſo a 
Proteſtant-and a Stateſman, in his Common« 
welth of England, putting the queſtion whether 
it-be lawfull to rife againſta Tyrant, anſwers that 
the vulgar judge of it according to the event, and 


the lerned according to the;purpoleofithem that 
do it. But far before theſe days;Gildas oft an+ 


cient of all our Hiſtorians, ſpeaking of theſe times 
wherein the Roman Empite decaying quitted and 
relinquiſhd what right they had by Conqueſt to 
this Hand, .and refign'd it all into-the peoples 
hands, teſtifies that the. people thus re-invelted 
with thir own original right; about the:year 446 
both elected them Kings, whom they thought beſt 
(thefirſt Chriſtian Brittiſh- Kings that ever raig- 
nd heer ſince the Romans.) and by the-ſame 
right, when they apprehended cauſe, uſually.de- 
pos'd and put them to- death. This is the moſt 
fundamental and ancient tenure that any King of 
England can produce or pretend to; in compari- 
ſon-of which, all. other titles. and pleas are but of 
yeſterday. If any-1objet that Gil4as condemns 
the Britans for ſo doing, the anſweris as ready ; 
that he condemns them no more for ſo doing. then 
hee did before for chooſing fuch., for ſaith he, 
1hey anointed them Kings, not of God, but ſuch as were 
more bloody then thereſt. Next hee condemnsthem 
not at all for-depoling or putting them to death; 
but for doing it over haſtily, without-tryal or: well 
examining the cauſe, andfop.eleQing others wors 
tn thir reom. ,. Thus we have beer-both domeſtic 
and moſt ancient examples that the people of Bri- 
; tain. 
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thoſe primitive Chriſtian -times. ' 'And'tobowple

of juſtice ofttimes more acceptable. Yet becauſe 
that ſome lately, with the tongues and arguments 
of Malignant backſliders, have writt'n that the 
proceedings now.in Parlament againſt the King, 
are without precedent from any Proteſtant State
